VALE ‘Flying Vet’, 
Maurice Kirk, who 
has been remanded in 
custody since June 25, 
awaiting trial on 
antique firearm 
charges, is due to 
make his next appear¬ 
ance at Cardiff 
Crown Court on 
December 17. 

During his initial 
remand period in Cardiff 
Prison during the sum¬ 
mer, Mr Kirk went on 
hunger strike. He was 
protesting at being 
refused permission to 
appear personally in 
court to ask a judge to 
grant him bail, so that he 
could prepare his own 
defence. 

Mr Kirk also under¬ 
went almost 12 weeks of 
assessments at a 
Bridgend psychiatric 
unit, before being 
returned to Cardiff 
Prison. 

He is charged with 
unlawfully possessing a 
World War 1 firearm (a 
1916 Lewis machine 
gun) and attempting to 
sell it without authority. 

Mr Kirk appeared in 
court on December 2, 
and was again remanded 
in prison until a plea, 
case-management hear¬ 
ing on December 17. 


‘Whole of Vale will

Mr Toker said peo¬ 
ple would be faced 
with the difficult deci¬ 
sion of whether to 
move away from the 
area to stay in the avia¬ 
tion industry or not. 

“There’s a differ¬ 
ence in how people 
view it depending on 
their generation. 

“Younger people 
might be prepared to 
move abroad to Spain 
or France to stay in 
aviation. 

“Older people tend 
to have roots in the 
area with their fami¬ 
lies, and might have to 
change careers to get a 
job. 

“There is a lot of 
fear because people 
are asking themselves 
‘will the jobs market 
have improved by the 
time I’ve lost my job?’ 

“At the moment it is 


looking pretty bleak.” 

Last week, a 
Ministry of Defence 
announcement in the 
House of Commons 
confirmed that 200 
people would go by 
December, 2010, and a 
further 139 would go 
by June, 2013 as VC10 
maintenance work 
came to an end. 

Mr Toker said the 
employees were also 
concerned at how 
much redundancy pay 
they would get. 

If people want to 
remain in the aviation 
industry in Wales, they 
will hope that British 
Airways Maintenance 
Cardiff or Airbus UK, 
based at Broughton in 
north Wales, may 
recruit in the future. 

Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidate, 
Alun Cairns AM, said: 
“This is yet more bad 
news for the communi¬ 
ty and we need to 
remember the personal 
effect of each job - the 
family, the mortgage, 
particularly at this 
most sensitive time of 
year. 

“What angers me 
most is that different to 
most other redundan¬ 


cies, the government 
chose to lay people off. 
It is not because of 
market forces or the 
recession. People in 
the Vale have been let 
down.” 

Kevin Mahoney, 
UKIP’s parliamentary 
candidate for the Vale, 
said: “This is another 
example of the Vale’s 
highly skilled work 
base being cut to 
pieces by a govern¬ 
ment and MoD deter¬ 
mined to undermine 
both our military and 
civilian capabilities 
during times of foreign 
conflict, and recession 
on the home front.” 

An MoD spokesman 
said: “The MOD is 
now formally consult¬ 
ing with the trades 
unions over the pro¬ 
posal to reduce DSG St 
Athan capacity and 
capability in a phased 
manner. An outcome of 
the consultation period 
will be announced in 
the new year. 

“The MoD is work¬ 
ing closely with DSG 
to explore future job 
opportunities for those 
employees directly 
affected by the 
proposal.”

Transport plans 
are not so NEET 


A T a time 
when the 
NEET gener¬ 
ation ‘young people 
not in employment, 
education or train¬ 
ing’ is increasing, to 
general concern, I 
was disturbed to see 
the Vale Council is 
getting ready to end 
free transport to 
school or college for 
post-16 teenagers. 

This would affect all 
our Vale sixth-formers 
and college students 
from September 2010. 

What is even more 
incredible is that none of 
the parents I’ve asked 
about this, those who 
would pay for the 
change, seem to be 
aware of it. 

The council website 
shows the cabinet agreed 
to consult on the propos¬ 
als at a meeting on 
November 4 and asked 
for a report on the out¬ 
come for the meeting in 
January 2010. A brief 
period that includes the 


Christmas break. 

The website says the 
council currently pro¬ 
vides free transport for 
1,310 post-16 students. 

Options in the new 
proposals include replac¬ 
ing free transport for stu¬ 
dents over compulsory 
school age with either a 
travel grant system (sug¬ 
gested at £150 a year) or 
the introduction of a 
charging policy (suggest¬ 
ed at £180 a year). 

At a time when great 
efforts are being made to 
help the 16-19 age band 
to stay in education or 
training, this step seems 
highly counter produc¬ 
tive. 

Although many peo¬ 
ple would see this as a 
matter that won’t affect 
me personally, I think it 
does. 

It affects me as a 
member of a society 
when even more of our 
young people could go 
the NEET way to the 
concern of the rest of us.

‘The Great War’ 
book’s record 
of sacrifice 

M R RB DONOVAN of Bridgend, 
whose article on Sidney 
Hayward was featured in The 
GEM on November 26, could find more 
accurate information on the Hayward 
family in The Great War: memorials in 
Cowbridge and Llanblethian. 

Published in November 2008 by Cowbridge 
Record Society, this book is on sale at The 
Cowbridge Bookshop and at Davies newsagents. 

It was researched and written as a tribute to 44 
young men who gave their lives for King and 
Country, and who are commemorated on local 
memorials. 

When the memorial in Cowbridge was commis¬ 
sioned in 1920 the Hayward family no longer lived 
in the town and the names of Benjamin and Sidney 
were omitted. 

The war records of the brothers were researched 
by their nephew, Stanley Hayward and as a result 
of his efforts and, with the support of the 
Cowbridge branch of the Royal British Legion 
Lance-Corporal Sidney Hayward was added to the 
memorial in 2001 to be followed by his brother, 
Stoker Benjamin Hayward in 2008. 

Sidney was not the only Cowbridge man killed 
in action serving with the Royal Welsh Fusiliers. 

Pte Wiilliam Archer, 2nd RWF, died in the 
Second battle of the Somme in August 1918, and 
Sgt Arthur M Jones, 25th RWF, died in the attack 
on the Hindenburg Line in September 1918. 

There are more details about these and the other 
men on the memorials in The Great War.

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New leader takes on Rhodri’s mantle at 
the Assembly as Wales looks forward... 


^ASSEMBLY, 
NOTES 


F OR the past 10 years, I have 
been writing a fortnightly 
column in The GEM and if I 
look back over this time, there 
have been many ‘events’ as Harold 
Macmillan described them, which 
are worthy of note and recall. 

Some of these link to key political 
‘events’— such as the outcome of elections 
and the impact the results have had on gov¬ 
ernment at all levels. 

I have been your Assembly Member since 
May 1999, and I have reported on develop¬ 
ments and changes, many of which I have 
been directly involved in, as a Minister and 
politician, such as the formation of partner¬ 
ships and coalitions with other political par¬ 
ties - between Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats in 2000 and Labour and Plaid 
Cymru in 2007. 

In May 2007,1 was proud to be the 
Minister who successfully nominated Rhodri 
to be First Minister at a ‘cliffhanger’ point in 
the negotiations for a new government after 
six weeks of political uncertainty as to who 
was going to govern Wales. 

Some of these ‘events’ may have been of 
little interest to my constituents, who just 
want to see a government in place, taking 
decisions and being held to account for poli¬ 
cies and budgets and delivering good public 
services. 

But this week, we are in the midst of 
change which will be notable in the history 
of Wales. There has been widespread inter¬ 
est in the changes that are taking place, with 
the First Minister, Rhodri Morgan, Leader of 
the Labour Party, standing down from this 
position ( remaining an Assembly Member 
until 2011) and we are welcoming a new 
First Minister and Leader, Carwyn Jones, to 
take this top position in Wales. 

For nearly 10 years, Rhodri Morgan has 
led Wales in the most extraordinary way, 


marking him out as one of the most popular 
and respected leaders of our time. 

This week, he has undertaken his last 
First Minister’s questions to a packed public 
gallery for this significant occasion. 

As usual, his formidable knowledge, 
intellect and wit will have drawn the admira¬ 
tion of all those who have enjoyed and ben¬ 
efited from these weekly events, alongside 
the many other roles he has played in Wales 
and the world. 

Last Thursday, I attended the 
ninth economic summit he has 
chaired since last autumn 2008, 
when the recession began to bite 
in Wales. 

Supported by key figures in 
business, trade unions, as well as 
the banks and universities, there 
was strong support for the way 
the First Minister has developed 
and led this social and economic 
partnership, which has been all 
about ‘government engaging’ with 
those whose interests we are here 
to serve. 

This partnership has helped the 
Welsh Assembly Government 
deliver such programmes as 
Proact, which has benefited 7,627 
individuals, 156 companies (two 
thirds SMEs) including compa¬ 
nies in the Vale such as Dow 
Coming, Symons Madge and 
Corinthian. 

The skills update last Thursday 
was positive in terms of the 
investment we are making in 
skills for 1,800 young people 
undertaking the ‘Pathways to 
Apprenticeships’ scheme, and 
1,089 businesses supported by the 
leadership and management work¬ 
shops. This all provides a healthy 
partnership base of support for 


our new First Minister, Carwyn Jones AM, 
my cabinet colleague and fellow AM from 
Bridgend, who takes the reins this week to 
continue the drive to lead Wales out of the 
recession in 2010 towards new opportunities 
which will benefit our communities and 
economy. 

There has been a widespread and warm 
welcome for Carwyn as he takes on the 
mantle of leadership. He has acknowledged 
the great man he has to follow, but that will 


strengthen him in every way as he moves 
into this role in a more confident Wales, 
which has found inspiration from Rhodri 
Morgan.

Police are calling time on 
traffic wardens in the Vale 


TRAFFIC wardens 
are set to disappear 
from the streets of 
the Vale by the end 
of next year. 

South Wales Police 
have announced that they 
will no longer enforce 
parking restrictions and 
other traffic orders - in 
order to save money. 

They had intended to 
withdraw from April 1 
next year, but have now 
agreed to postpone that 
until December 31, 2010. 

Councils now have the 
power to enforce double 
yellow lines and other 
restrictions and could 
appoint their own war¬ 


dens to ‘police’ the bor¬ 
ough. 

Police have been urg¬ 
ing councils in south 
Wales to decriminalise 
parking and introduce 
civil parking enforce¬ 
ment. 

A report to the Vale’s 
cabinet has laid out all 
the implications 

involved. 

Councils have to apply 
to the Welsh Assembly 
Government to assume 
the powers necessary. 

All fines imposed 
from parking are retained 
by the council to pay for 
the cost of employing the 
wardens. 

Council officers have

warned that illegal and 
obstructive parking can 
create a serious road haz¬ 
ard as well as congestion. 

They said that illegal¬ 
ly parked vehicles can 
interfere with the free 
flow of traffic, stop the 
movement of emergency 
vehicles and buses and 
also affect driver visibili¬ 
ty, screening pedestrians 
and cyclists. 

At the moment, police 
employ two traffic war¬ 
dens in the Vale but offi¬ 
cers warn that this num¬ 


ber will reduce over the 
next year as wardens 
seek new jobs and they 
are unlikely to be 
replaced. They point out 
that by next December, 
there may be very little 
enforcement by police of 
parking restrictions. 

Councils who have 
already introduced civil 
enforcement, have had 
mixed results - with 
some eventually cover¬ 
ing their costs from the 
fines - but others have 
failed to do so and have 
had to subsidise the 
scheme from other 
income. 

Authorities throughout 
the South Wales Police 


area are affected and the 
cabinet has agreed to co¬ 
operate with Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council, Rhondda Cynon 
Taff and Merthyr in com¬ 
missioning a study to 
look at all the issues. 

SEWTA (South East 
Wales Transport 

Alliance) will also con¬ 
tribute £10,000 towards 
the cost. Each council 
will pay between £3,000 
and £5,000. 

The cabinet will 
receive a further report 
once this study has been 
completed and will then 
make a decision.

Golden gran takes swimming title 


CHILDREN learn¬ 
ing to swim at 
Barry Leisure

- SAYS FATHER OF SCHOOLBOY 


A BARRY couple, 
whose teenage son 
has had two 
breakdowns due 
to bullying, claim 
too much time was 
devoted to under¬ 
standing the bul¬ 
lies rather than 
acting decisively 
against them. 

The couple came to 
The GEM because they 
wanted to highlight what 
they perceive as a flaw in 
the way the authorities 
confront the blight of 
classroom bullying. 

The father of the boy, 
once a teacher himself, 
explained: “The trouble 
is that the teachers 
approach the problem 
with a humanistic atti¬ 
tude of trying to under¬ 
stand, rather than dealing 
with it. 

“Bullying initiatives 
are too woolly and liber¬ 
al.” 

The youngster told 
The GEM: “My prob¬ 
lems started in October 
2005. I was physically, 
verbally and emotionally

bullied. I was frequently 
hit, although not to the 
extent of being knocked 
out. 

“Prior to that date I’d 
had problems, but a sen¬ 
ior pastoral carer at the 
school dealt with things 
and gave me good strate¬ 
gies to cope.” 

Things deteriorated 
when that teacher retired, 
and a group of seven 
pupils, with a hardcore 
of five, made his life 
miserable for the next 
four years. 

He said: “The new 
pastoral carer did not 
seem to know what he 
was doing. 

He told me: ‘I’ll speak 
to them and get it sort¬ 
ed’ , but it got worse and 
worse.” 

The family cite the 
‘safe zone’ strategy at the 
school, in which a vic¬ 
timised pupil goes to a 
particular room to escape 
the bullies, as a miscon¬ 
ceived idea. 

The father explained: 
“It means the victim is 
isolated, while the bul¬ 


lies retain their liberty. 

“They were spoken to 
but not disciplined. 

“To deal with this 
problem a teacher has to 
be properly trained, but 
has to have something 
else too - courage, back¬ 
bone and fortitude. 

“The teacher has to be 
prepared to fight the per¬ 
petrators, their parents 
and sometimes even 
their colleagues - but 
this didn’t happen.” 

The father added that 
he attributed the success 
of the first teacher to the 
fact that he was “old 
school, and would not 
put up with any non¬ 
sense”. 

The teenager suffers 
from dyspraxia - in his 
case it manifests itself as 
poor co-ordination skills 
and a lack of spatial 
awareness, which means 
he can stand closer to 
someone than would be 
the accepted social norm. 
The family say the 
school have always been 
aware of the problems he 
faces. 


Last Christmas, the 
teenager had a break¬ 
down and the family say 
their GP said he would 
not return to school 
“until I deem fit”. 

He was off until 
February, but two days 
after returning the bully¬ 
ing started again. 

The family say the 
pastoral carer even said 
that he “couldn’t guaran¬ 
tee his safety”. 

At the end of 
September, he was 
forced to leave again. 

The teenager said: “I 
was so relieved to know 
that I wouldn’t have to 
be dealing with stupid 
things like that any 
more.” 

His mother said: “He 
has been put under seda¬ 
tion because he has been 
petrified. 

“At least now he does¬ 
n’t wander round the 
house saying ‘don’t hit 
me, don’t hit me’.” 

The family now 
believe there is no solu¬ 
tion to the impasse that 
exists between them and 


the school, and that their 
son will have to stay at 
home permanently. 

The father said: 
“Because he has been 
failed, he will probably 
have to have a home 
tutor. 

“He is not the only 
person to have suffered 
this at the school. We 
know of another case of 
a child with dyspraxia 
who has also had to 
leave.” 

The Vale’s director of 
learning and develop¬ 
ment, Bryan Jeffreys, 
stated: 

“The council is not in 
a position to comment on 
the circumstances of a 
case involving an indi¬ 
vidual pupil. 

“We can confirm, 
however, that the facts of 
this case are a matter of 
dispute. 

“All Vale of 
Glamorgan schools have 
clear and unambiguous 
anti-bullying policies 
and procedures, which 
have been adopted fol¬ 
lowing consultations 
with pupils, ” Mr Jeffreys 
concluded.

Bee experts create a 
‘buzz’ at Friends meeting 


THE first Friends 
of Dyffryn coffee 
morning created a 
real ‘buzz’ with 
members! 

More than 30 
‘Friends’ turned up to 
listen to bee experts 
Harold Williams, who 
manages the bees at 
Fonmon Castle, and 
Barbara Chick, who 
manages the bee hives 
at St Fagan’s, talk about 
reintroducing bee hives 
to Dyffryn Gardens. 

Three hives have 
been installed in the 
gardens and it is hoped 
Dyffryn honey will be 
on sale next year. 

It has been around 80 
years since there were 
bee hives in the historic 
garden and it is hoped 
the project will raise 
awareness of how pre¬ 
cious honey bees are to 
the environment. 

Honey bees are worth 
£200m to Britain’s 
economy. 

It is estimated that 
every third mouthful of 
food we eat is pollinated 
by bees - but they are 
disappearing at an 
alarming rate. 

Friends heard that 
honey bees were under 
threat from varroa, a 
parasitic mite that 
attacks honeybees. It 
came to the UK in the

1980s. Honey bees can’t 
cope with it. It feeds on 
the body of the bee, 
transmitting various 
viruses before the bee 
colony finally collapses. 
Other threats include 
climate change, insecti¬ 
cides and loss of habi¬ 
tat. 

Two of the three 
hives at Dyffryn have 
come from long estab¬ 
lished bee hives at 
Fonmon Castle and in 
Caerphilly. 

The third hive is the 
result of a swarm of 
honey bees that attached 
themselves to a church 
in Cardiff. It was col¬ 
lected and brought to 
Dyffryn by Barbara 
Chick, who will manage 


the Dyffryn apiary. 

To encourage people 
to take up bee keeping, 
Dyffryn Gardens is run¬ 
ning a beginners bee 
keeping course in 
February 2010. 

The course will run 
over four afternoons. 
The dates are: Sunday, 
February 7, Saturday, 
February 20, Sunday, 
February 28 and 
Saturday, March 6. 

The sessions will run 
from lpm-5pm. 

Chairman of the 
Cardiff and Vale 
Beekeepers Association, 
John King, is collecting 
names. There has been a 
great deal of interest so 
a waiting list has been 
set up.

Vale Labour group 
will raise ‘serious 
concerns’ over closure 
of local care home 


THE Labour group 
on the Vale Council 
has said that when 
the subject of 
Bryneithin Care 
Home is discussed 
by a scrutiny com¬ 
mittee on December 
17, it will express its 
“serious concerns 
about the decision 
to close the home”.

Coun Stuart Egan, the 
group’s spokeperson on 
social care, said: 

“All the evidence 
demonstrates that the 
actual need for residen¬ 
tial care and, in particu¬ 
lar, EMI provision, will 
increase as the popula¬ 
tion lives longer, but the 
Tory-led council and 
cabinet have chosen to 
decrease its provision. 

“Although money has 
been available for grants 
from the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
for a number of years for 
building Extra Care 
facilities, the Vale 
Council still has no pro¬ 
vision. 

“Labour councillors 
have continued to 
demonstrate that there 
are better ways of deal¬ 
ing with Bryneithin, and 
that the site could be 
used as an Extra Care 
facility and an older peo¬ 
ple’s complex with the 
required support on site. 

“This issue is to be 
discussed at scrutiny 
committee on December 
17 and the Labour group 
will be expressing its 
serious concerns about 
the cabinet’s decision to 
close the home.” 

Dr Ian Johnson, the 
Plaid Cymru candidate 
for the Vale, said: 

“The council claimed 
that there would be four 
options available to the 
home, but in spite of 
other options being left 
open in the council’s 
own papers, they have 
chosen not to follow that 


route and are instead 
aiming to close the site 
as quickly as they can 
manage it.” 

On December 2, the 
council cabinet agreed to 
closure of the home. 

The council says 
accommodation at Ty 
Dyfan in Barry will be 
newly-refurbished, mod¬ 
ern and specifically 
designed to cater well 
for the needs of residents 
from Bryneithin with 
dementia-related illness¬ 
es. It said residents who 
do not transfer to Ty 
Dyfan for reasons of 
choice will be supported 
to find alternative suit¬ 
able accommodation. 

The cabinet member 
for social and care serv¬ 
ices, Coun Dorothy 
Turner, said: 

“The cabinet gave 
very careful considera¬ 
tion to all the informa¬ 
tion available, including 
the evidence from the 
public consultation 
process and the options 
appraisal. 

“We acknowledged 
the strength of feeling 
against closure, especial¬ 
ly on the part of families 
of current residents. 

“However, the options 
involving the refurbish¬ 
ment of Bryneithin were 
ruled out for a range of 
reasons - including that 
they would require resi¬ 
dents to be relocated at 
least twice to allow for 
the extensive work 
which is needed. 

“Also, the building 
would retain many of the 


design flaws and known 
deficiencies that prevent 
the council from provid¬ 
ing a standard of care 
that is in keeping with 
the rising expectations of 
service users and exter¬ 
nal regulators. 

“The costs would pre¬ 
vent the council from 
making effective use of 
the resources available 
to meet constantly grow¬ 
ing levels of need for 
residential care places 
which can accommodate 
older people who suffer 
from dementia related 
illnesses.” 

Phil Evans, director of 
social services, added: 
“We know that relatives 
are very concerned 
about possible harm to 
their loved ones in trans¬ 
ferring to another home. 

“There are risks and 
the closure plan has 
been put together very 
carefully to reduce the 
impact upon the health 
and wellbeing of the 
Bryneithin residents, 
wherever possible. 

“Any change will be 
based on assessment by 
qualified relevant staff, 
including clinicians, 
before a final decision is 
made about individual 
residents. 

“The Local Health 
Board has offered to 
assist with this work. We 
will ensure adequate 
planning and prepara¬ 
tion time, seeking to 
avoid any move during 
the winter months. 

“We will welcome 
involvement by relatives 
in contributing to the 
detail within the closure 
plan, ” he concluded.

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Kelly’s Box is a beguiling 
and intriguing proposition 


F OR a man 
who had the 
cinematic 
world at his feet, 
Richard Kelly has 
certainly slipped off 
the radar in recent 
years. 

Having blasted onto 
the public conscious 
with twisted time travel 
film Donnie Darko, 

Kelly allowed the iron to 
cool considerably, fol¬ 
lowing Darko up five 
years later with 
Southland Tales, a 
future-based epic that 
forgot to include a deci¬ 
pherable plot in its mix, 
and met with a consider¬ 
ably lower fanfare than 
that of its progenitor. 

Kelly’s latest sees him 
adapt Richard 
Matheson’s short story, 
‘Button, Button’, itself 
the inspiration for a 
Twilight Zone episode, 
with The Box. James 
Marsden and Cameron 
Diaz are Arthur and 
Norma Lewis, a subur¬ 
ban couple struggling to 
make ends meet. 

When a mysterious 
stranger (Frank 
Langella) arrives on 
their doorstep one day, 
he offers them a way out 
- a box with a red but¬ 
ton, and should either of 
them press the button 
they will be bequeathed 
$1 million. 


The downside, how¬ 
ever, is that someone, 
somewhere, will die as a 
result, and with only 24 
hours for the couple to 
decide, they must face 
up to this huge moral 
dilemma, little realising 
the magnitude of the 
decision they are to 
make... 

The Box is a film with 
an intriguing and highly 
interesting premise - 
were a stranger to offer 
you the same deal being 
offered to the Lewis’, 
would you take it? 

Given the somewhat 
prescient nature of the 
film during a period of 
recession, it is a propos¬ 
al that some may be 
inclined to accept, and 
forms the basis of a film 
that is never less than 
absorbing. 

It is certainly a pecu¬ 
liar film, taking a moral 
conundrum and running 
with it to the furthest 
reaches of imagination, 
yet it is to Richard 
Kelly’s credit that he 
keeps the film motoring 
along nicely. 

Kelly wrote and 
directed here, and both 
the script and his direc¬ 
tion wear their influ¬ 
ences on their sleeve 
without being too slavish 
in their devotion. 

There is more than a 
faint nod and wink to the 
likes of The Twilight 
Zone (unsurprising given 


the story’s origins) and 
The Shining, but Kelly 
uses these cleverly, the 
1970s setting of the film 
lending itself an ambi¬ 
ence that these influ¬ 
ences accentuate. 

His direction is very 
much steeped in the 
1970s thriller, using 
plenty of static shots and 
clever framings to draw 
maximum impact. 

He cleverly uses the 
film’s 12A rating to 
make the scares that per¬ 
vade the film more psy¬ 
chological than visceral. 

It is here that the sim¬ 
ilarities to The Shining 
are most apparent, 
Kelly’s cold detachment 
reminiscent of some of 
Kubrick’s more subdued 
scares (just watch out for 
the scarily blank faces of 
certain characters) which 
helps to create a mood 
of both mystery and 
underlying fear in what 
may happen next. 

His script also does a 
good job of laying the 
mystery on while slowly 
drip feeding the audi¬ 
ence information. 

It is a neat trick that 
keeps you captivated 
throughout and takes the 
film away from the set¬ 
up and into another 
realm entirely, a move 
that will either leave you 
feeling satisfied as the 
story unfolds or leaves 
you thinking ‘what on 
earth’.

Which ale is widely regarded as “The National Ale of Wales?” 


Personally, it is a shift 
that works within 
Kelly’s framework, tak¬ 
ing the story into an 
unexpected area that 
feels very much akin, 
tonally, to the works that 
Kelly is both influenced 
by and pays lip service 
to. 

He draws strong per¬ 
formances from both 
Cameron Diaz and 
James Marsden as the 
couple whose world is 
turned upside down by 
the offer they receive. 

While the former’s 
accent doesn’t quite 
work out, her perform¬ 
ance is strong, capturing 
beautifully the gamut of 
emotions that the charac¬ 
ter is being put through, 
while Marsden offers up 
another good turn as the 
husband who is some¬ 
what perfunctory to the 
main narrative thrust, 
but is given purpose by 
the actor’s solid per¬ 
formance. 

However, the 
strongest turn on show is 
Frank Langella’s 
stranger, offering the 
world without the vic¬ 
tims ever really knowing 
the tme cost of his deal. 
He is stoic and emotion¬ 
less, perfectly keeping 
things hidden until Kelly 
decides it’s time to 
reveal elements of his 
character. 

Langella’s turn, 
accentuated by some 
clever effects, is made 
even scarier by the char¬ 
acter’s otherworldliness, 
unaffected by the pleas 
of the characters whose 
life he has turned into a 
living hell. 

The film’s biggest 
flaw is, to my mind, also

its biggest strength, with 
its overarching air of 
puzzlement and ques¬ 
tions either a clever way 
to build up suspense or a 
frustrating way to pay 
off such a clever concept 
- the latter camp may 
feel that the film is ulti¬ 
mately a case of ‘great 
set-up, poor execution; 
but if you are in the first 
camp then The Box is 
perplexing yet thorough¬ 
ly beguiling film that 
will both entertain and 
intrigue. 

VERDICT-A return 
to form for Richard 
Kelly, The Box is a film 
that may well divide 
filmgoers, but if you 
found yourself enjoying 
Donnie Darko, then 
you’ll be on sure footing 
here. 

Raising interesting 
moral questions while 
reflecting them through 
a Twilight Zone prism, it 
is somewhat of a love-it- 
or-hate-it experience, but 
one that is well worth 
watching.

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LOCAL RUNNERS’ HOPES DASHED IN 
INTER-SCHOOLS CHAMPIONSHIPS 


THE Welsh Schools’ Inter-Schools cross¬ 
country championships have been a 
happy hunting ground for the Vale schools 
in recent years, but the run of success 
came to an end at the 33rd staging, held at 
Penlan in Brecon. 

In the week leading up to the event, the combina¬ 
tion of wet weather and high winds made it touch 
and go whether the fixture would be staged. On the 
Thursday night before the event, meeting organiser 
Derek Osborne made the decision that the fixture 
would be held, but that did not prevent rain, rain and 
more rain falling on the day, making the course very 
heavy in places. 

For the last nine years, Cowbridge School has 
won at least one of the six team titles at this fixture 
but this year, much to the disappointment of Miss 
Laura Hale and Mr Gian Williams, members of the 
school’s hard-working PE department, that unique 
record came to an end. 

At the South Wales Regional Schools champi¬ 
onships, held before half term, Cowbridge pupils 
had claimed the individual and team titles in the 
under-14 girls race section while the Llantwit squad 
were winners at under-16 girls. Both schools had 
high hopes of further success at Brecon, but it was 
not to be. 

In the opening race, Annabel Curie, the South 
Wales regional schools’ champion, struggled to 
make an impact in the under-14 race for girls in 
years-7 and 8, and had to settle for 16th, well down 
on Stanwell’s Kate Coker, who was top Vale per¬ 
former in seventh. With Jordan Carpenter the nor¬ 
mal Cowbridge second runner home not competing, 
the Vale school had to settle for fourth behind a super 
showing from Pembrokeshire’s Sir Thomas Picton. 

Dafydd George was the highest placed runner in 
the under-14 boys’ race. The Bro Morgannwg year-8 
finished sixth, while Tom Owen was the top placed 
Cowbridge athlete, taking 23rd place and leading the 
team home to sixth. 

For the last two years, Llantwit have won the 
under-14 girls’ team title at this event, and hopes 
were high for a win at under-16 this time, but to win 
you have to have four scoring runners. Megan 
Osborne (8th), Anthea Young (12th) and Lucy 
Tarrant (23rd) ran well. Had there been a fourth 
scorer, she could have finished last, and Llantwit 
would still have beaten the 106 point total of the 
winners, Caereinion High from Powys. 

There were very encouraging individual perform¬ 
ances from three year-10 Vale boys in the under-16 
race. Last year, no-one would have dreamed that 
Matthew Edwards and Callam Barrie of Barry 
Comprehensive would make an impact at the front 
end of this field but it is a mark of their improvement 
that Matthew just missed an individual medal, fin¬ 
ishing fourth, with Callam, as he had indicated 
before the race, taking 10th spot. 

Rory Heslop (Bro Morgannwg), who was ill 
before half term, and missed the South Wales event, 
eased back into competition with a 13th placing. 

Only one Vale athlete competed in the senior 
girls’ race, an event dominated by Ffion Price of 
Llandrindod High. St Cyres year-11 Bethan Daw, so 
impressive in finishing third in the South Wales 
regional schools, found the conditions very tough 
and had to settle for 16th. _

Why trust is taking dogs 
off Christmas gift list 


THIRTY ONE years on 
from the birth of its 
famous slogan ‘A dog is 
for life, not just for 
Christmas®’ Dogs Trust, 
which has a rehoming 
centre in Bridgend, is 
bracing itself for another 
busy Christmas. 

In 1978 20 per cent of dogs 
were given as gifts, whereas in 
2008 this figure was just 1.8 
per cent. However this still 
represents 131,400 dogs per 
year. Many pups are aban¬ 
doned soon after being given 
as presents, while older dogs 
can be dumped to make way 
for new puppies. 

Last year an unwanted 
puppy was abandoned on 
Christmas Day. “Theo the 
Labrador puppy had been 
bought as a gift for a young 
family who soon realised they 


hadn’t the time to dedicate to 
him and he was abandoned at 
our West Calder Rehoming 
Centre”, a Trust spokesperson 
said. 

To help prevent people 
thoughtlessly buying dogs as 
Christmas presents, Dogs 
Trust Bridgend will not 
rehome dogs from December 
20 to January 2. People can 
visit and reserve a dog, but 
will not be able to take it home 
until the New Year. 

Beverley Price, Dogs Trust 
Bridgend Manager stated: “As 
well as taking in abandoned 
dogs over the Christmas peri¬ 
od, staff will continue their 
usual busy job of looking after 
the 70 dogs (approximately) in 
their care. While other people 
are preparing the turkey, staff 
at the centre will be cleaning 
kennels and walking dogs. 

“At lunchtime they give 


dogs Santa sacks filled with 
toys and treats sent in from 
dog lovers all over the country. 
Some staff will also hand feed 
pups throughout the night over 
the holiday period. 

“The A dog is for life, not 
just for Christmas® slogan is 
just as relevant today as it was 
when it was created 31 years 
ago. Some of the reasons we 
hear for dogs being abandoned 
are saddening. 

Having a dog is a long-term 
commitment and the 
Christmas period gives us the 
opportunity to remind people 
that dogs are not fashion 
accessories or disposable items 
that can be upgraded or dis¬ 
carded after just a few 
months.”

Ballyagran, a nine-year-old bay 
gelding, used to be trained in Ireland 
by Noel Meade, and if Tim can 
improve on the horse’s jumping, 
which sometimes lets him down, he 
could be a force to be reckoned with.
